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REMARKS 

Applicants' attorney thanks the Examiner for her comments. The 
Examiner allowed Claims 16-19, and rejected all remaining claims under 35 U.S.C. 
§112, first paragraph, based on failure to comply with the written description 
requirement. The Examiner found that the specification does not disclose voids 
extending in a cross-machine direction as recited in previous independent Claims 1 
and 20. No claim was rejected based on prior art. Applicants have canceled all of the 
rejected claims. 

New Claims 30-52 depend from allowed Claim 16, and are patentable 
for at least the same reasons. New Claims 30-52 correspond to dependent claims 
previously in this application, which were subject to the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 
§ 1 12 based on language in independent Claims 1 and 20. The dependent claims were 
subject only to the 35 U.S.C. §112 rejection of Claims 1 and 20, and were not 
independently rejected for any reason. Therefore, Applicants' rewriting of these 
claims to depend from allowed Claim 16 should not burden the Examiner in this 
after- final stage of prosecution. 

For the convenience of the Examiner, the following table shows the 
correspondence between the canceled dependent claims and the new Claims 30-52. 
No additional features are being claimed. 
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Applicants believe that the claims, as now presented, are in condition 
for allowance.
